gs.r. 317 (E). In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 

Foreigners Act, 1946 (31 of 1946), the Central Government hereby 

makes the following amendment in the Foreigners’ Tribunal Order. 1964 
namely:- 

1 (1) This order may be called the Foreigners (Tribunal) Amendment 

Order, 2012. 

(2) This order shall come into force on the date of its publication in 
the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Foreigners (Tribunal) Order, 1964, for para 3, the following 
shall be substituted, namely;- 


■3. Procedure for disposal of questions (1) The Tribunal shall serve 
on the person to whom the question relates a show cause notice with 
a copy of the main grounds on which he or she is alleged to be a 
foreigner. This notice should be served as expeditiously as possible, 
and in any case, not later than ten days of the receipt of the reference 
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of such question by the Central government or any competent 
authority. 

(2) The Tribunal shall give him or her a reasonable opportunity to 
show cause by filing a representation. Ordinarily, not more than ten 
days’ time from the date of service of the notice as aforesaid should 
be given to file such a representation. 

(3) The Tribunal shall give him or her a reasonable opportunity to 
produce evidence in support of his or her case. Ordinarily, not more 
than ten days’ time should be given to produce such evidence. 

(4) A prayer for examination of witnesses in Court or on Commission 
for production of documents shall be refused if, in the opinion of the 
Tribunal, such prayer is made for the purpose of vexation or delay or 

similar purpose. 

(5) The Tribunal shall take such evidence as may be produced by the 
Superintendent of Police concerned. 


(6) The Tribunal shall hear such persons as, in its opinion, are 
required to be heard. 

(7) A party to the proceeding may be allowed to appear before the 
Tribunal either in person or through a legal practitioner or such 
person or relation authorized by him in writing as the Tribunal may 
admit as a fit person to represent the party. 

(8) The power of granting adjournment on any plea should be very 
sparingly exercised. 
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(9) After the case has been heard, the Tribunal shall submit its 
opinion as soon thereafter as may be practicable, to the officer or the 
authority specified in this behalf in the order of reference. Every case 
should be disposed of within a period of 60 days after the receipt of 
the reference from the competent authority. 

(10) The Tribunal’s final order containing its opinion on the question 
referred to need not be a detailed order as it is not a judgment; a 
concise statement of facts and the conclusion will suffice. 

(11) Subject to the provisions of this Order, the Tribunal shall have 
the power to regulate its own procedure for disposal of the cases 
expeditiously in a time bound manner.
